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THE WAR BETWEEN JAPAN AND 
. RUSSIA. 
—_____¢@—_____. 


(Daily Press, 24th February.) 


True to their unfortunate habit of being 
able to see but one side of a question, the 
ssian Government in Europe has been 
trying to make capital out of the fact that 
the Japanese attack on Port Arthur was 
commenced prior to the official declaration 
of war. There is, on the other hand, every 
reason to believe that the Russians were 
contemplating such uo step as-in 1853 they 
took in the destruction of the Turkish fleet 
in the harbour of Sinope. It is true that 
towards the latter end of October in that 
year the Tsar Nicnouas I. issued a pro- 
clamation in which he announced that 
Russia was challenged to the fight: “ Nothing. 
therefore, remains but in confident reliance 
upon God, to have recourse to arms, in 
order to compel the Ottoman Government 
to respect treaties,” &c. Such a proclama- 
tion might fairly be looked upon as a 
declaration of war, and it doubtless would 
have been accepted for such but for the 
subsequent action of Russia. A few days 
‘after, on the 3lst October, Count Nesse- 
RODE sent a circular to the Russian repre- 
sentatives at the various European courts 
informing them that, ‘‘ notwithstanding the 
declaration of war, and as long as his 
master’s dignity and his interests would 
permit, Russia would abstain from taking 
the offensive, and content herself with hold- 
ing-her position in the Principalities until 
she had succeeded in obtaining the ratisfac- 
tion she required.”’ Believing in the distinct 
pledge thus given, the French and English 
= fleets, though they had on the 22nd Novem- 
ber come up to Constantinople, refused, 
though prayed by the Turkish Admiral, to 
take any steps towards entering the Black 
Sea. For some days the Russian fleet had 
been cruising on and off Sinope taking note 


| 
of the position of the Turkish ships, and 


the Turkish Admiral had rightly interpreted 

this as portending an attack. The allied 

commanders, preferring to believe in the 

good faith of the Russian Government, 

ooh-poohed the Turkish Admiral’s fears, 

e resultis history. On the 30th November 

the Russian Admiral, finding the coast 

clear, attacked and utterly destroyed the 
Turkish fleet as it lay in the harbour. 

as Now, we are not altogether without 

, reason for believing that some such coup 

: _ awas plannéd in the present case by the 

Russian fleet, and only the superior readi- 

ness of the Japanese naval commander pre- 

- vented it being put in practice. On the 

5th instant Mr. Kusrrno informed the 

Russian Government in 8S. Petersburg 

‘that, Russia having delayed for 22 days in 

replying to Japan’s last Note, and having in 

the meanwhile been hurrying on her pre- 

parations for war, the latter Power refused 

* to any longer protract negotiations. The 

next day the Russian Minister at Tokyo was 

formally given notice that diplomatic re- 

lations between the two Powers had ceased, 

- and Japan reserved to herself the right of 

acting without further notification. On the 

5th instant we find the Tsar Nrcwotas II, 

in apparent imitation of his great granc- 

father on the eve of the slaughter at Sinope, 

" going through the farce of commending his 

cause to God; on both sides, in fact, every- 

thing was done to proclaim to the world 

f that the two countries were actually 

at war, and the commencement of 

actual hostilities would begin as soon 

as either side felt itself in a position to 

/ > begin. "Now what had the Russians actually 

been doing? Under pretence of submitting 
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terms likely to be acceptable to Japan, they 
had been hurrying reinforcements to the 
Far East. It was not pretended by the 
other side that they were committing any 
breach of international practice by so doing; 
the relations between the two countries 
have at any time within the last six months 
been of such a hostile nature that it has 
been fully recognised by both that hestilities 
might at any time break out ‘on four-and- 
twenty hours’ notice. At the beginning of 
the month we find Russia carefully placing 
her ships where they would be ready to act 
on the inoment. Russia made little secret 
| that one of her first steps would be to take 
possession of Chemulpo; and we find her on 
the announcement by Japan that all relations 
had ceased with two ships at this advan- 
tageous position. Japan, according to all 
rules of naval warfare, could plainly not 
afford to leave them, without some effort at 
dislodging them, and a regular naval battle 
seems to have been fought, wherein Japan 
was an easy victor, easier probably than 
she expected. The Japanese Admiral then, 
acting on the safe rule of his profession, 
always tu follow up an advantage, boldly 
made sail for Port Arthur. He was pr 
bably quite unaware at the time that th 
principal officers of the Russian fleet wer 
at that moment enjoying the delights of a 
entertainment at the Opera House. Admira 
ALEXIEFF, the Viceroy, seems to have cons 
sidered it no part of his duty to fight, and 
possibly the officers, finding the cat away, 
thought it a fine opportunity for a lark. 


At all events the Japanese seem to have 
found Port Arthur not at home; and before 
morning three of the finest ships in port 
found themselves utterly disabled. It is 
true many of these things happened through 
what is ordinarily called luck, but if an 
army so far trusts in divine favour as to 
omit precautions ordinarily taken in garrison 
in peace time it is hardly becoming to throw 
the blame of a mess on Providence. Heaven, 
ag NapoLeon remarked under somewhat 
similar circumstances, is generally on the 
side of the biggest battalions. Certainly 
he does not favour big feasts iu war-time, 
as BeLsHazzapr found to his cost. 

So much for Japan’s actions on the event- 
ful 8th of February. 
while to look at Russia's, During the early 
days of the month, when Russia was, 
according to the stateiments she would wish 
believed of her innocent intentions, at per- 
fect peace with Japan, she sent up a large 
section of her ficet into the Sea of Japan. 
On thé innocent dodge, what would it have 
been doing? Vladivostock, the only port 
possessed by Russia, is at this season entirely 
shut off from Japanese waters ; it is plain, 
therefore, it could not have been for merely 
defensive purposes. The indications there- 
fore are that it was to be in readiness to 
make an assault on gome part of Japan as 
soon as the first news of war arrived. As 
we have said before, there is nothing con- 
trary to international usage in this; so to 
mancuvre as to be in a position to strike the 
first blow is held to be one of the most 
admirable points of good strategy. That the 
Rossians were outwuneuvred is what must 
happen to one or other in war, and reflects 
no moral obliquity on either side. But 
other evidences are not wanting to show that 
the Russians were perfectly well aware of 
the position on the 9th instaut, when it is 
attempted to plead that there was no state of 
war. We hive hearda good deal of the ex- 
traordinary conduct of a Russian’ gunboat, 
the Mandjour, in Shanghai waters. The 
Mandjour, it seems, on the morning of the 
9th instant, before any news of commenced 
hostilities could arrive, was lying in the har- 
bour. As a-neutral port she, as a commis-

sioned warship of a State in a state of war, 
had no right to be in Shanghai, and was. 
actually firing up with the intention of 
leaving on the tide. The first knowledge 
that the public had that war had broken out 
was given by the Mandjour, who in the 
forenoon suddenly raised three Russian en- 
signs at her mast-heads. This of course is 
the usual indication of war having been 
declared, and under ordinary circumstances 
would have been looked upon as simply a 
notification of that being the case. In the 
instance of the Mandjour, making use of the 
hospitality of a friendly, though neutral 
port, it seemed to the foreign residents an 
instance of extreme ill taste, it being known 
that the ship would have extreme difficulty 
in reaching safely the nearest Russian port, 
Port Arthur; and her raising the bunting was 
taken merely as a renewed instance of the 
eagerness with which Russians have stugk 
to their now discredited game of bluff. Not 
a word ora rumour of war having «actually 
broken out had at the time reached Shang- 
hai; indeed, the attack of the warships at 
Port Arthur had only occurred that morn- 
ing. The Russians in fact were prepared, 
had not the Japanese by a few hours fore- 
stalled them, to make an attack on the 
Japanese coast. The further actions of the 
gunboat are indicative of the respect likely 
to be paid to international rules by the 
Russians. On the morning of the 8th the 
Mandjour was all ready to leave on the turn 
of the tide, but vague rumours of Japanese 
activity having come in in the course 
of the day, hy the evening her com- 
mander thought fit to change his 
mind. No one would have been disposed 
to be too hard on him under the 
circumstances, and had he taken down his 
pennant in compliment to the port on whose 
hospitality he was unwillingly trespassing, 
the incident might have passed without 
notice. Such, however, we hear from latest 
information, was not the course that recom- — 
mended itself. The Mandjour still remained 
flying her pennant as a man-of-war in a 
neutral. port. How this curious and 
abnormal position is to end has apparently 
not yet been decided by the powers that be. 


NEUTRALITY QUESTIONS. 
a ee 


(Daily Press, 28rd February.) 


The questions as to neutrality and the 
rights and duties of neutrals which have 
arisen during the present brief duration of 
war between Japan and Russia are very 
numerous ; in fact, more numerous by far 
than in the corresponding period-of any 
other war in history. A few of the cases. 
are specially noteworthy. China has pro. 
claimed neutrality, for one, yet there is no 
chance of the neutrality of Manchuria being 
respected. Already the Russians are treat- 
ing Newchwang as if it were on the same 
footing as Port Arthur, ‘hus, though 
Russia has not yet claimed the whole of- 
Manchuria, it is certain that the entire pro- 
vince will be tacitly accounted by both com- 
batants_and by the watching Powers as a 
legitimats battle-ground. Corea aguin has 
proclaimed neutrality. But the Japanese 
at Chemulpo on the 9th instant refused to 
recognise this neutrality, and ordered the 
Varyag aud Koreetz out of the harbour, in © 
spite, it seems, of the protests of the British, 
i rench, and Italian (but not of the United 
States) commanders in the port. Japan 
has since occupied Chemulpo and Seoul in 
great force. Corea, like Manchuria, will 
evidently be recognised as part of: the 
theatre of war. This is definitely stated, 
ndeed, in a Berlin telegram of the 16th, 
instant. Then, again, we get the question of 
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the Mandjour, which has been lying at 
Last 
week the Chinese Government ordered her 
away, in correct pursuance of the rules of 
neutrality. But the commander refused to 
obey, and the Chinese had no means of 
obliging him to do so. Two rumours are 
current, one that the Japanese are about to 
send a cruiser or two up the river after the 
Mandjour—which is most unlikely—and the 
other that she has been sold toa third Power 
—which looks like a breach of neutrality. 
Another most important case, or rather 
series of cases, arising since war broke out 
is that no less than four British steamers 
and one German have been fired upon by 
the Russians at Port Arthur. The most 
flagrant case was that of the Fupizg, fully 
described in another column. It is not 
possible to believe that nothing more will 
be heard of these cases. More wanton and 
unnecessary attacks on harmless and un- 
protected steamers have never been made. 

Still more interest attaches to the broader 
question in what way the various Powers 
will interpret their declarations of neutrality ; | 
particularly how Britain and France will do 
so in connectioa with their treaties with 
Japan and Russia respectively. The Maini- 
chi published lately a telegram dated the 
11th instant, apparently from Vienna, which 
stated that a member of the Fiench Chamber 
of Deputies had arranged to interpellate the 
Government as to whether the Russo-French 
alliance extended to the Far East. M. 
Devcassz, however, announced to the 
leaders of the various political parties that 
there was no danger of France becoming 
involved in the present struggle He fur- 
ther declared that, eveu if a third Power 
intervenes, France will render o ly moral 


assistance to Russia, The  Franco- 
Bussian treaty, in fact, could not be 
regarded ua appliing to the Far East, 
This statement, if confirmed, is of the 
highest possible importance and sets at rest 
the gravest anxieties. If France were to | 
feel bound to give Russia military co-opera- 
tion in the Far East in certain events, then 
a general conflagration would be at least 
Within measurable distance. If, on the 
other hand, she only considers moral sup- 
port due from her to Russia, even in event 
of a third Power intervening in the struggle 
in the Far East, there need be no fear 
of any friction, or worse, arising between 
France and Great Britain. As to the 
latter’s position, the Government has de- 
clared that it will act up to the fullest 
of the treaty with Japan. 
Germany has declared strict neutrality. It 
is reported that of late the Press has con- 
spicuously supported Japan’s cause, and it 
is believed that the members of the Govern- 
ment now favour Japan, Germony’s official | 
declaration of neutrality was delayed because | 
she never before has issued such a declara- 
tion, and therefore it was necessary frst to 
consult with tle Crown’s attorneys in 
regard to its wording. Even the lesser 
Powers are following suit, and it is officialiy | 
announced from Copenhagen that mili:ary | 
steps have been taken to secure Denmark's 
neutrality. From some of the greater ! 
nations, it is true, such as Austria-Hungary 
and Italy, nothing so far has been heard, 
but the “fot a of their present interests 


in the field of action no doubt makes them 
feel it unnecessary to hasten. In the other 
hemisphere there seems every ground to 
believe that, while the official attitude of 
the [United States will be strictly impartial, 
the (endency of public opinion is more and 
moye benevolent to Japan. The neutrality 
which promises to become universal is not 
goiug to be in favour of Russia, it seeme.

InELAND made a very sweeping denuncia- 
tion of Government methods in this Colony, 
and our late Governor replied at consider- 
able length, defending in particular the 
Civil Servants of Hongkong from certain 
char es which he considered Mr. IRELAND 
to have brought against them unjustly. In 
this respect the advantage of the argument 
lay rather with Sir Henry Buakg, for in 
saying, as he did, that in Hongkong it is 
considered the worst of bad form in 
Government circles to appear interested 
in one’s work the writer of the Times 
articles on Colonial Adwinistration 
was decidedly in error. The charge was 
not a fair one, and by making it 
Mr. IreLanp weakened his case. That was 
unfortunate, for the cause which he was 
pleading. Mr. Syewan bas now taken it 
up in answer to Sir Henry Buake, and puts 
the case in another and more effective way. 
He says that Mr. Inexanp has only voiced 
the feelings of Europeans in Hongkong aad 
their dissatisfaction with a system of govern- 


ment by men sent out by the Colonial Office |- 


who know nothing of the Colony’s wants 
and ways. © He continyes:—-‘‘The more 
“able and energetic spitits among whom 
“quickly pass out of the Colonial service 


| ‘into the law or other professions where the 


“rewards are much greater, In proof of 
“this [T may point out that almost all the 
“principal firms of architects and civil 
“engiueers now in Hongkong have been 
“founded by gentlemen who were sent out

“expense.” Mr. SHEWAN pays a tribute to 
our late Governor, admitting that he was in 
many respects an able administrator, but 
thinks that he claims too much in his defence 
of his administration in the Times, With 
this Hongkong will agree, we think. With 
regard to Sir Henry's statement that Pre- 
fessor Simeson visited the Colony at his 
request, Mr. SHywawn says that he forgot 
to add that this was forced upon hi, 
and that his Government. did . nothing 
until the community took the inatter in hand 
publicly aud appointed a committee, which 
drew up and forwarded a petition to the 
home Government for enquiry, resulting in 
Messrs. Caapwick and Srmpson being sent 
out. This surely cannot be controverted. 
It was the public agitation which forced the 
Government’s hand, not the Government 
which led and direct2d the agitation. Mr. 
SHEWAN concludes by saying that he might, 
but for considerations of space, touch on 
the evils of ‘the want of water, the state of 
the roads, the backwardness of all Govern- 
ment work, the ridiculous Admiralty Duck; 
qvercrowdiny of Chinese, ete.” We take it 
that Mr. Saewan does not charge all these 
evils to the recent administration. He 
koows of course that they are inlerited evils 
due to past maladministration. The fault 
of recent local government here is that it, 
has not striven vigorously enough to find 
the cure, and has been too content to tinker 
rather than rénew. Sir Heyey Brake and 
his advisers fail by lack of initiative. Too

: SHANGHAI TELEGRAMS.

Weibaiwei, 13th February.—Two Japanese 
battlesbips and four cruisers have passed towards 
the Shantung Promontory with what was 
supposed {o be a German gunboat following 
them. The latter returned towards Chefov, 
apparently pursued by a Japanese warship. 

‘okyo, 13th February.—The Japanese have - 
occupied the Russian coal depét at Koze Island, 
Chemulpo, where they found 800 tons of coal 
stored, 

Tukyo, 13th  February.—The Japanese 
Government having decided to accept papular 
contributions to the War Fund, the Japanese 
Consulates are everywhere oe offers in 
Great Britain, th» United States, China, and 
Corea. 

Tokyo, 14th February —The journalists and 
business men of anh and Yokohama resolved 
to-day to support the Government no matter 
how long the war continues, Tokyo is 
prepared even alone to take up the whole 
proposed issue of Exchequer bonds. The . 
Japanese Minister at Washington has received 
to. date eight million dollars in contributions . 
to the War Fund. : 

Tokyo, 14th February.—The prompt accept-- 
auce by the United States of Japan’s 2 J as 
tion to her to protect Japan's interests in Russia 
and Manchuria, taken in conjuaction with the 
recent offer of Dr. McGee to send a large staff 
of nurses to Japan, has genuinely impressed the 
Government and people /of Japan, and is 
regarded as a further guarante: of brotherhood. 
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Tokyo, 15th February.—It is reported that 
two hundred Japanese fugitives have heen 
detained at T'ashihchiao and escorted to Port 
Arthar. This has caused excitement and 
indignation in Japan. 

Tokyo, 16th Febrnary.—-After much ill-treat- 
ment, the Japanese fugitives finally left Port 
Arthur for Chefoo yesterday. The exodus of 
Japanese from Siberia is now completed. 

Tokyo, 16th February.—It has transpired 
that upon’ the receipt of the Port Arthur news, 
four Hussian warships loft Wladivostock for 
Hokkaido, but it is now understood that they 
have returned to Viadivostock. 


Tokyo 17th February—In reference 
to Seoretary Hay's overtures, Japan agrees 
to the neutralisation of China, excluding 


Manchuria which Russia still occupies, and 
‘ Japan adheres thereto unless Russia violates 
China's neutrality (which she is doing 
by keeping the Mundjour at Shanghai. — 
Ep.), on which Japan originally insisted.

THE BATTLES AT PORT ARTHUR. 

We are indebted to the N.-C. Daily News for- 
the following account of the torpedo attack 
on Port Arthur andthe subsequent bombard- 
ment, Our contemporary takes the story from 
Captain Gray, of the Chinese Engineering and 
Mining Company's steamer Fuping, who also 
gave an account of the Fuping’s own oxtraordin- 
‘ary experiences. Flyiog the British flag, with 
all her papers in order, and having every per- 
mission to leavo, the Fupin7 was fired upon, 
withoat the slightest warning, at short range 
and with three shells. Five of her Chinese 
passengers were seriously injured and the rest. 
panic-stricken, Such an attack with shell ona 
nentral commercial vessel, without any preli- 
minary blank firing, is absolutely unprecedented. 

The Fuping arrived io Port Arthur from 
Chinwangtao, with a cargo of Kaiping coal, 
on Friday, the 5th February. By the morning 
of the 8th, the whole cargo had been discharged 
and the vessel was to leave next day. At 
midnight of the 8th, the captain and crew were 
startled into wakefulness by the reports of 
heavy .guns firing. In the darkness and 
confusion of the night little could bs s:en, but 
next morning the harbour was full of evidences 
of Japanese activity during the night. : 

When the Fuping entered Port Arthur the 
Russian squadron of 16 large vessels io all (uot 
counting dne second-class cruiser which was 
uoder repair inside the West Basin and took no 
part in the actions) was riding outside the 
harbour immediately under the forts which rise 
above the entrance on the north-east side. 
There they had remained all the time until the 
8th, At daylight on tho 9th it was seen that 
two of thie largest vessels, the Retvisan and the 
Tsarecitch, were lying in a sinkiug condition 
right across the sarrow mouth of the harbour 
and comp'etely blocking it. Just beyond an 
on the western side of the entrance were lyin 
the first-class cruiser Pald/ada, which had been 
torpedoed and run ashore to save her from 
sinking, and a large Russian transport which 
had also run ashore for safety. 

Captain Gray, with his second officer and chiof 
and second engiveers, put off in a small boat on 
« voyage of inspection. ‘They had with them a 
crew of four Chinese and pulled round to the 
Teareviteh and Retvisan. ‘These were seen at 
once to be damaged beyond possibility of repair 
iu the limit«d dock accommodation available at 
Port Arthur at present. Thay had gone all 
round these two vessels, and were proceeding to 
look similarly at the Pudlada when the report 
of a loud explosion rang out. Simultansously a 
shell fell right alongside their boat. It was 
then about half-past tan-o'clock. Theramainder 
of the Russian fleet were still lying under shel- 
ter of the forts on the other side of the harbour; 
but immediately following the explosion one 
of them, whether a battleship or a cruisar it 
was impossible to say; disappeared stern first in 
the water, taking all hands, or so it seemed in- 
evitable, with it. The whole incident scarcely 
took more than a minute or so. One of the 
Chinese in Captain Gray’s boat had ben badly 
‘scalped; and he with his three terrified com- 
patriots leaped overboard into the water. The 
four foraigners ran their oraft ashore and took 
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shelter behind a rock whence they looked ont on | meaning of one statement. It was translated 


what was now a general engagement. 

Sixtean Japanese men-of-war were approach- 
ing from the East in a long line, single file. 
Their fira was returned by the Russian squadron 
and the forts on the headlands, and a tefrific din 
of booming continued for three-quarters of an 

our Then the Japanesa having sailed right 
along the front of the fleet and harboar mide 
off, still in line, towards the South. So far as 
could ba sein they had thems-lves sustained 
little or no damage. It will be seen that Vice- 
roy Alexieff does not claim that any Japanese 
vessel was even soriously injured. 

Town aud dock had, on the other hand, suffer- 
ed severely, though the actual damage was not so 
great as might have been expected from a bom- 
bardment. ‘Three shells fell iato the East Basin 
without doing vary much harm; another went 
through the side of a transport lying just out- 
sids the dry dock, but for soma reason it did 
not explode. 
fiftsen feet in diameter and six or seven feat 
deep had be3n ploughed up by the shells, 
Windows wore shattered in all the houses and 
coal stacked along the strests and wharves had 
becn scattered in all directions. Fortuuately 
for the Russians it did not fire, or the confla- 
gration might have been enormous. 

The townspeople, foreign and Chinesa alike, 
were stupefied with fear. From the Russo- 
Chinese Bank all the paper money was being 
takeu and burnt publicly; the spscie was put 
into carty and sent away inland as rapidly as 
possible. At three o'clock in the afternoon the 
(Xovernment took charge of all stores and 
provisions, Many houses of business were 
closed permanently and their heads had fiad, 
Tho railway station was besieged. Port 
Arthur was, in fact, absolutely demoralised and 
panic-stricken. The defencelessness of the 
place impressed the authorities. For days pra- 
viously thousands of troops had been leaving as 
fast as the trains would take them north for the 
Yalu. Nowas many as possible are baing 
burriedly recalled, and tha Port is again filling 
with troops. . 

During Wednesday morning tugs got to work 
on the Tsarevitch aud succeeded in dragging 
her iuside the West basin, where she has ground- 
el, her name being absolutaly submerged at 
high water. If she were able to float as is 
alleged from the Ruisian side, she would ride 
with her head to the wind, but although thera 
was a strong northerly gale blowing when the 
Fuping left, the Tsarevitch wasimmovabla, The 
Pallada, which was also 
successfully towed inside. Tho Retvisan still 
lay in the harbour mouth, but was sufficiently 
pulled aside to allow the ramains of the fleat to 
enter the East Basin on Wadnesday afternoon. 
She was lying on the rocks with her bows under 
water. . 

The number of men-of-war lost or disabled 
Captain Gray computed at eight LTnciuding 
the one vessel inside the harbour under repairs 
the Russians had ninetesn large warships at 
Port Arthur before the fighting. When he left 
Captain Gray counted fourteen only, and that 
numbar included the Tsarevitch, Retvisan, and 
Pallada, Thus tiva wera absolutely unac- 
counted for. 

In regard to the repairing of thy damaged 
vessels, it is worth noting that ther» is at 
pressnt ouly one dry dock at Port Arthur, and 
that too small te take a largs battleship. 
Another, 759 feat long. is baing constructed ont 
of the solid rock, but it will ba som3 yeirs at 
least bafora this is ready, if it is ever completed, 

After the bombardment the Fup’ng becama 
crowded with refagaes. About 5) Chinesa 
basides sixteen foreigners c2me on board. There 
were no state-rooms available; every inch of 
spac3 was occupied with bigpag:, aad the 
travellers wera obliged to slesxp as bast they 
could on deck or in any corners. Thay wera 
unab'e tosleap out of their clothes uatil they 
arrived at Shanghai. 3 

At three o'clock on the afteraooa of Wednes- 
day, Captain Gray prepared to depart. A 
Germaa steamer, the Chefoo, left twenty 
minutes before him and: passed out safely. In 
the morning at tan o’clogk ha had b-en called 
to the offica of the steamor agan‘s an: told that 
he would have to sign certain documents in 
Russian before he would ba allowed to sail. 
His reply was that ha would sign anything that 
would enable him to leave, and asked the

to him as meaning that he would promise not 
to divulge outsidy what the real condition of 
affairs in Port Arthur was. This he signed. 
Next he was asked to sign another paper, which 
was said to mean that he had only three days’ 
provisions on board. Why he shoald be asked 
to make such a statement he could not guess, 
but he signed the paper. Two hours later he 
received full permission to leare. © 

Steaming out of the West Basin with the 
British -ensign flying at the main, the Fuping 
was abreast of the’ guardship at the mouth 
of the harbour (we understand from a 
passenger that this was the corvette Razboynik 
commanded by Prince Lavin) when, without the 


‘slightest hint or warning, without a single blank 


charga as a preliminary, the guardship sent a 
two-inoh shell whizzing over the deck, Im- 
mediately afterwards two other shells followed 
and struck the Fupiag in the bows, fortunately 
above the waterline, but doing much damage. 
The shells burst also in the part of the ship 
most crowded with Chinese passengers and five 
of thess wera very badly wounded. One poor 
girl had a log blown off, a man lost an arm, 
another a portion of his back, Consternation 
seized all on board the Fuping, which stopped 
immediately, aod returned to the inner harbour. 
Later on Captain Gray was sent for by the 
commander of the guardship, but all that was 
said to him was: ‘“‘ We are very sorry; it was a 
mistake; you may~proceed to sea.” At five 
o'clock the Fuping again got under weigh and 
this time passed out witheut any incident. In 
the ordinary course the voyage would have been 
made direct to Shanghai, but the indignity to 
the British flag was not to be endured, and 
Captain Gray put into Weihaiwei to report the 
occurrence t) Captain Windham, of H.M.S, 
Amphitrite. The voyage was resumed almost 
immediately aud the boat arrived at Shanghai 
on Saturday afternoon, the 13th inst, 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

On the 14th inst. the American s.s. Pleiades 
arrived at Chefoo from Port Arthur during the 
forenoon, Shehad reached Port Arthur from 
Puget Sound, with a cargo of flour, on Sunday, 
the 7th instant, An officer of the Pleiades, 
interviewed, said she had brought over between” 
500 and 6U0 Chinese passengers, mostly old 
men, women, and children connected with the 
Russian dockvards, etc,, and also about ten 
Europeans. He stated that four large Russian 
men-of-war had been placed hors de combat by Ja- 
panese torpedoes on the night of the 8th 
February, Tue Tsarevitch sank outside 
the harbour, bot was still able to use her. 
Another, of French build, said to 
be the bast of the deat, was sunk or rest- 
ing on her bottom inside the harbour. 
The water was pouring out of her all the 
tim: feom her punips, and divers were’ 
constantly at work on her. At low water 
ons could see two feet below her armour 
belt. The Retvizan and another ironclad were 
also badly damaged, neither being able to move 
and being comp'etely “out of commission.” On 
Tuesday, the 9th, the bombardment commenced 
at ll am., according to the officer's watch, 
and con ioued until 11.45 am, The Japanese 
were evidently only trying ths range and 
getting it remarkably well, for many of the 
shots fel: in the town and amongst tho shipping. 
Tue officer interviewed showed some piec3s 
of the copp2r banding whica takes the rifling 
of the guns, These had fallen on his ship, 
and he said soma of ths engineers had pieces 
of the iron -of shells which had  barst 
around the ship. The Japanesa ships bom- 
bardius were fron 7 to 8 miles away and 
wera evidently the sixteen ships seen by the 
str. Foochow the same morning off Cap Island, 
outside Daluy. The Foochow was proceeding 
from Dalny to Chefoo with Japanese refagees. 
Tho chief officer of tha Foochow said that two - 
of the Japanese cruis3rs ware go closa in to land 
that their flags could not be distinguished. An 
officar of the J’/etades said that before thoy ) sft 
Port Arthur there was a report that a Russian 
man-of-war was laying mines in Daloy harbour, 
that he had a patent of his own, and that it was 
so successful that his own ship struc one of the 
mines and the ship was destroyed, captain and 
crew of 33) bing killed. It was added that 


! now other Russian ships were afraid to enter 


Dalny, not knewing the position of the 
mines on account of the deaths of those 
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who hed laid them. A Ruasian officer told the 
Pleiades officer that he was ‘afraid the news 
was true.” The Pleiades reported that she was 
discharging her cargo of flour when the bom- 
bardment took place and that the coolies all left 
after discharging a few bags. She brought the 
rest of her cargo to Chefoo, The British str. 
Foxton Hall was also there with » cargo of 
Welsh coal (4,000 tons) and could not discharge 
it. The captain asked to be allowed to leare 
the ‘port bat the Port Admiral refused to 
allow the ship to leave and told him he had 
better take his crew and leave at the first 
opportunity on another vessel. He took the 
advice and left on the Norwegian str. Ariel, 
leaving his ship aud coal in the hands of the 
Russian authorities. 

In most cases the Russian authorities de- 
mand a written affrmation from masters of 
vessels that they will not divulge anything 
ag to the state of affairs in Port Arthur. 

EXTRAORDINARY EXPERIENCES OF THE 

“HBIPING,” 

We also take the following from the N.-.C 
Daily News :— 

The Chinese Engineering aud Mining Com- 
pany’s steamers are unlucky. When the 
fupivg was fired upon, as she was leaving 
Port Arthur, the affair was described by the 
Russians as a mistake. Now another of their 
vessels, the Asiping, has had an experience, 
not so disastrous fortunately, but quite as 
remarkable. Fired at four times without cause 
or warning; ordered into Dalny over mines 
newly-laid and of uncertain location, and 
detained there without justification for four 
days, it is no wonder that Captain Macfarlane 
has: filed a strong protest with the authorities 
of the Russian port. By permission of Captain 
Macfarlane we give what is‘ practically a 
transcription from his log of an orentful passace. 

The Hsiping left Chinwangtao on the 19th 
February just after midnight, bound for 
Shanghai. She experienced a head gale and 


- very high sea, and the vessel laboured heavily, 


shipping large quantities of water. At 6,30 
a.m. it was found that the tarpaulin of No. 4 


. hold had been washed off by the sea and that 
‘ water had gotinto the ‘tween decks. 


The gale 
continued and the sea was running very high. 
Captain Macfarlane decided therefore to run 
into Port Arthur roads for shelter. He passed 
the Liautishan Promontory and lighthouse 
about noon on the same day, and saw a large 
Russian cruiser, cruising off and on the light- 
The cruiser turned and escorted tha 
Heiping into the roads. At a quarter-past one, 
when the Hsiping arrived at the anchorage, a 
Russian cruiser at anchor fired a shot at her, 
and shortly afterwards (not before) hoisted the 
signal “‘anchor instantly.’ The direction 
was followed.as soon as possible. At a 
quarter-past four the weather having 
moderated, and the hatches having been 
taken off to see that all was right below, the 
Heiping weighed and proceeded for Shanghai. 
She had gone about a mile or so away from the 
cruiser at anchor when the latter opened fire, 
and fired three shots. One came towards the 
Heiping's quarter, the second fell astern. By 
this time the Hsiping had stopped and roanded, 
but the third shot came and passed over her. 
The Hatping proceeded back. <A torpedo-boat 
destroyer came out from the anchorage and re- 


“mained by her cleared for action, until Captain 


Macfarlane’s anchor was let go about half-past 
five. No signal had been given to prevent 


’ the Heiping leaving until after the shots had 


been fired, and the vessel was well on her way 
back to her anchorage. 

At 9 p.m. the Hatping received orders from 
a torpedo-boat to put out all lights, and this was 
done. Abeut 11.30 heavy firing was heard 
from the shors batteries, and also from a 
small war vessel cruising about, and about 
midnight the Hsiping was hailed by a rowboat 
and ordered to put out her fires, which was 
also done. 

Next morning at 6 a.m. Captain Macfarlane 
hoisted a signal, ““ When can I proceed to sea ?” 
Two hours later the harbour launch came off and 
ordered the ship to go to Dalny with the sister 
steamer Chingping, the German steamer Pronto, 
and a Russian merchant steamer. The Jisiping 
proceeded to Dalny, still flying the same signal, 
‘Chey arrived outside Dalny at a quarter-past 
two and anchored inside about a quarter of an 
hour later. A harbour official came out and 
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took the ship's papers ashore. 
Russian sentry was sent on board and remained 
till the following evening, the ship remaining 
anchored meantime:4 


When the sentry was relieved at seven o'clock 
on the evening of the 12tb, Captain Macfarlane 
sent by hima protest against the detention of 
his ship by force majeure to the Captain of the 
port representing the Russian Government. 
On the morning of the 13th at ten o'clock 
the captain was visited by Mr. Walde- 
mar Marc, assistant to the Dalny Port com- 
missioner, accompanied by Mr. Edward Soper, 
acting as interpreter. Mr. Mare stated that 
owing to the mines that had been placed in the 
harbour it was. impossible for the Hsiping to 
leave. Captain Macfarlane reptesented to him 
that it was an impolitic proceding to have sent 
four merchant steamers to a harbour that was 
mined. Mr. Marc repied that half an hour 
before the Hsiping’s arrival, 2 Russian vessel 
which had been laying the mines had 
been blown up, with great loss of life, by 
one'of her own mines; that there were dnly 
two men who knew the position of the mines; 
that these were the captain and officer of the 
vessel destroyed ; and that. they had been killed. 
Unless therefore there was a copy of the plan 
for mining at Part Arthur, i; was impossible to 
know wherv the mines were, and therefore the 
Hsiping could not be allowed to leave 
until the mines were relaid. Captain Mac- 
farlane remarked thata small Russian vessel 
was cruising all this time at the entrance of the 
harbour, and was told in reply that that boat 
only drew six feet of water. 


Captain Macfarlano then complained of 
the risk to which he and his vessel had been 
exposed in being sent to enter Daloy without 
a pilof, and was told that it was believed 


the vessel which had been accidentally 
blown up would otherwise have piloted 
them in. He also pointed ont that 
the ship ran the risk of being 
destroyed or captured shonld the Japanese 


attack Dalny, and Mr. Soner admitted there 
would be such a danger. On requesting to be 
allowed to take his ship further in, Captain 
Macfarlane was told that might be permitted, 
He represented further that no inquiries had 
been made or reason given for the detention of 
the ship at Port Arthur or for her being sent 
to Dalny; also that he had been exposed to heavy 
firing from the batteries at Port Arthur on the 
night of the 10th February. Capt. Macfarlane 
also told tha interpreter that he was not aware 
of any reagon for his ship's arrest, as when he 
left Chinwangtao there was no news of war and 
Russian steamers loading coal there had Japa- 
nese firemen on board. He (the Captain) wished 
to communicate with his consal or with his 
owners by telagraph. This, he was told, might 
be allowed, as permission was given (o respect- 
able Europeans to go ashore; the cost of supplies 
to the ship would also be allowed by the Rus- 
sians. One reason alleged why the ship 
should not be allowed to leave Dalny by the way 
it came was that the Japanese would + learn 
the passage, but Captain Macfarlane pointed 
out that had the ship been ordered away from 
Port Arthur at once and not detained at Daluy, 
if. would have been impossible for the Japanese 
or anyone else to have seen anything, Jt was, 
therefore, due to the mistake at Port Arthur 
and to the failure of the authorities there to 
make any enquiries, that the Hsiping was detain- 
ed and those on board allowed to see and hear 
what they had. 

The Austrian Consul at Hongkong (Mr. 
Post) was a passenger on the Hsiping and wag’ 
present during this interview. He also sent in 
a protest by the same messenger as Captain 
Macfarlane, who is very warm in his grati- 
tude to Mr. Post for his assistance and support 
throughout and his services as an interpreter. 
Mr. Soper said several times during the inter- 
view that the detention of the Hsiping was due 
to a mistake, 2 


The Hsiping was allowed to leave on Tuesday 
and came direct to Shanghai, where she arrived 
on the 18th inst. She is not seriously damaged, 
but it is not quite certain that she was not 
actually touched by a fragment of one of the 
shells thrown at her. The German steamer 
Pronlo was said to have suffered more severely 
from the firing. It appears that the torpedo 
transport Yenzset lost 98 men, 192 being saved.

JAPANESE OFFICIAL NEWS. 

The Japanese Consul kindly informed us 
on the 23rd inst. that he had on the previous 
evening received the following official telegram:— 

Tokyo, 22nd Feb., 4.02 p.m. 

“The crew and passengers of the steamer 
Nagoura Maru (with the exeption of two who 
were drowned) which was sunk by four Russian 
ernisers off the coast at Taugaru, were picked up 
by the Russians and conducted to Viadivostock. 
The Russian authorities in that port have sent 
them bagk to Nagasakion a German steamer. 
They arrived at that port on the 22nd inst.” 

This is practically identical with our message 
published yesterday morning. 

FROM NORTHERN SOURCES. 

The following items are taken from various 
northern sources :— 

Great Britain is about to appoint, following 
the example of the United States, Consuls for 
Mukden and Antung. . :

Incoming ships have {o stop, 
before passing this line, at the Chiogaki-Kokubo 
Peninsula; they have to signal for a pilot and 
then to wait for instructions to be given by a 
Japanese ship flying a flag, which is white 
above and red below. A: naval defence district 
has algo been created in the entrance to Nagasaki. 
Incoming ships have to stop one mile north of 
the Yoshima light and to wait for orders from 
the guardship, which is flying during the day 
the national flag on the top of the mast, and 
showing during the night two white lights, one 
by the side of the other. : 

THE CHEMULPO FIGHT. 

The Ostasiatische Lloyd publishes the follow- 
ing despatch dated Chemulpo, 13th February 
(by wire from Chefoo, 14th February) :—On 
the evoning of the 8th, the Japanese fleet arrived 
here with three transports, which landed about 
2,000 men. The disombarkment was done very 
rapidly and orderly, The next morning 
Admiral Uriu ordered the Russian cruisers 
Varyag and Koreetz to leave the harbour, other- 
wise he would attack them in the harbour, At 
4 o'clock the next afternoon the commanders 
of the British cruiser Talbot, the French cruiser 
Pascal, and the L[talian cruiser Elba handed 
Admiral Uriu a protest agaiust his action, as 
contrary to international law. The commander 
of the American gunboat Vicksburg declined 
to join in the protest. In the meantime the 
Varyag and Koreetz had left the harbour at 
noon, They were attacked at a distance of about 
six miles from Chemulpo by the battleships 
Asahi and Mikasa, the armoured cruiser Asama, 
and three other men-of-war. After an engage- 
ment of fifty minutes the Russians returned to 
the anchorage. The Varyag was badly damaged, 
one officer and forty men killed, and four officers 
aod 64 men wounded ; since then one officer and 
eight men of the latter have died. The Koreetz 
was but very slightly damaged, snd there were 
no wounded. The Japanese losses are un- 
known: they were said to be none. During 
the same afternoon, while the band on 
the Italian cruiser Elba was playing the Russian 
anthem, the Russians blew up the Koreefs and 
sank the Varyag. Later in the evening. the 
Russians burned the steamer Sungart, which 
was in harbour. Phe action of the Russians 
has been greatly admired by all here, 
All wounded and the orews were taken on 
board of the Talbot, Pascal, and Elba. On the 
10th Admiral Uriu demanded that they ae 
given up to him. This was refused decidedly 
by all (hree commanders. .

CONTRABAND OF WAR. 

An Order of the Japanese Navy Department 
has been issued specifying what shall be 
regarded as contraband of war during the 
present hostilities. The Order is as follows :— 

1.—The following articles shall be treated as 
contraband of war when inteaded to pass 
through the country of the enemy or destined 
therefor, or when destined for the Army or 
Navy of the enemy ;— 

Arms, ammunition, explosives, and other 
materials ‘inclusive of lead, saltpetre, and 
sulphur), machines for their manufacture, 
cement, uniforms of the Army and Navy, war 
equipment, armour plates, materials for build- 
ing warships and other vessels, and equipping 
vessels, aud any other articles which are used for 
War purposes, : 

2.—Tha fllowing articles shall be treated, 
as contraband! of war only in casa they are 
destined for the enemy's Army or Navy, or 
being consigned to the country of the enenty 
can be considered as intended for the use of the 
enemy's Army or Navy :— 

Provisions, liquors, horses, horse-equipments, 
timber, currency, gold and silver bullion, foddor, 
waggons (sharyo) coal, and the material for the 
construction of telegraph and telephone lines 
and railways. 

3.—Of the articles referred to in the preceding 
two clauses, those which can ba judged from 


- their quantity and uature to be for the service 


of the ship carryiog them, shall not necessarily 
be treated as contraband of war.

On the morning of the 2tth inst. at 4.15, a 
big fira occurred at Ha Chan Tong, whioh is 
about ten minutes walk from Sham:ea. 
where several restaurants and other places of 
resort are sitnated. When the fire broke out a 
great number of singing-girls and neigh- 
bouring residents fled, and took refuge on the 
boats moored in the Shameen Caual.: The fire 
was the work of incendiaries, as an order has 
been passed lately by the Viceroy of Wong Sha, 
requiring that all the flower-boats ‘at Kup-fap 
should move to Nam Kwan, a considerabe 
distance away, thus taking away the business 
of singing girls in that district. Availing 
themsel ves of this opportunity some vagabonds 
raided the district, while mauvy girls were 
forcibly carried away to be sold or held for 
ransom. Over one hundre! houses in all were 
buroei down, the conflagration being ouly 
finally got uoder at about hali-prst ten that 
morning.
